these basic subjects. 
The teachers try to make every mints of the school 
day. count. 


They use “sponge activities,” when the students are 


in transition, said Principal Davis.

She said the school has gotten a lot of help from the 
area and district offices, including additional teachers 
and specialists to work, with the students.

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Everglades BOD respond to last 
week’s letter to the'editor 
Dear Editor: 

Will Rogers said, “It ain't what I-read in the 
newspaper that'scares me, it’s what I read that 
I know ain't so.” 

The Palm Beach County Special Taxing Dis- 
trict (HCD) has made lots and lots of promises 
for Glades health care. Now is the time to make 
good on those promises.:Now is the time for the 
HCD to put its money where its mouth ia rather 
than trying to cast the blame on Everglades 
Regional Medical Center's. Board of Directors 
for the hospital’s recent closure. 
` HCD's CEO, Cécil Bennett, blamed the volun- 
teer board: of Everglades Regional for the clo- 
sure. First and foremost, the charge is absurd 
and misdirected, but rather than pointing his 
finger at anyone, Mr. Bennett needed to negoti- 
ate in good faith. After more than three months 
of delay and/failure to heed notice of the finan- 
cial crisis, a crisis which the district helped c cre- 
ate, the HCD never started good faith negotia- 
tions to ensure“a-continuity of health care. The 
Everglades board notified HCD in mid-Decem- 
ber that a deteriorating financial position would 
force the hospital to suspend acute care ser- 
vices. We agreed to allow the hospital to revert 
back to the district. We voted to do so after con- 
cluding this was the best action to take to avoid 
jeopardy to patients, At that time, Mr. ‘Bennett 
promised to work with Everglades to develop an 
orderly transition of management of the hospi- 
tal, but never did. Instead, the continuous 
warnings issued by the Everglades board went 
unheeded while the financial situation deterio- 
rated to the point that drastic but appropriate, 
decisions had to be made. No transition plan 
was forthcoming from the district. Thus, the 
district achieved the very closure of fhe hospital 
that we Had been fighting since 1991. 

The most important financial setback and the 
principal reason for the hospital’s failure is the 
fact that HCD suspended ‘the hospital's finan- 
cial subsidy three years ago. It did so even 
though the special taxing district continues to 
levy taxes on homeowners and landowners in 
Pahokee and the surrounding area at the same 
rate as elsewhere in the county, First, HCD cre- 
ated untenable. policies and procedures that 
were intended to destroy local hospital manage- 
ment. Then HCD terminated the subsidy in 
retaliation for the Board’s reluctance to adopt 
their policies. You can rest assured that if the 
policies hat de any sense in the operation of 
a rural hospi ye would have accepted them. 
Their termfnation of the tax subsidy to offset 
charity care'was a patent example of HCD’s 
continuing and aggressive “starve ‘em out”. poli- 
cy declared in a Palm Beach Post newspaper 
article published in December of 1990. 

The founders of Everglades adopted the policy 
of tax subsidy. more than 60 years ago to offset 
the cost of treatment for the disproportionate 
share.of indigent and charity care at the hospi- 
tal. Northwestern Palm Beach County had a 
regional independent special taxing district 


* until 1988 when the county wide special taxing 


district succeeded it. The public service obliga- 
tion of Everglades Regional means that the hos- 
pital has traditionally delivered the highest dis- 
proportionate share of indigent and charity care 
of the state's more than 25 small rural hospi- 
tals. ; 

Rural hospitals must deliver care to a dispro- 
portionate share of indigent patients and they 
cannot function without modest but necessary 
tax subsidies. The cost of indigent and charity 
care cannot be shifted to the paying patients or 
otherwise absorbed.. Over the past four years, 
HCD has poured $20 million into Glades Gener- 


„ aljust to keep it afloat in the rural, largely indi- 


gent Glades healthcare environment. HCD’s 
subsidies, paid to Glades General bears 
irrefutable testimony to that fact. 

Mr, Bennett seek’ to fault the Everglades 


-board. This board is made up of local, civic- 


minded businessmen. and women, all of whom 


‘live and work in,the community.. The board 


members are volunteers who donated thou- 


. sands of hours to their community without com- 


pensation. 

This is the same board that delivered health 
care services to the Glades before and after the 
creation of the HCD. This is the same Ever- 
d hospital administration that 
ers hundreds of thousands of 
dollars by lawfully reorganizing in a public 
forum into a notefor-profit corporation in 1986. 
The board used the same reorganization mecha- 
nism created by the Florida Legislature that 
vittually every other public hospital in the state 


. used in the 1980s: It is the same board that 


built. a new state-of-the-art obstetrics unit and 
brought a'new expanded level of care for trou- 
bled: newborns with the region's first and only 
neona\ department after other hospitals 
had given up on obstetrics altogether. 


It is the same board thatyereated such an 
aggressive physician recruitment program to 
bring new physicians to the Glades that the 
county ‘public-health director, Dr. James How- 
ell, who now heads the State Department of: 
Health, called the most important development 
in health care for the Glades ever. This is the 
same board that was responsible for adding 
advanced emergency lifesaving to the ambu- 
lance service - a service that covers one of the 
largest geographical areas in Florida. It is the 
same board that created innovative Family 
Care Centers with extended hours in conve- 
nient locations in the Glades. Would Mr. Ben- 
nett have the people of the Glades believe that 
the Evérglades board experienced a sudden 
change of heart toward local public service? 
Hardly. 

We think it is time for Mr. Bennett, and the 
special taxing district board to use some of the 
more than $80 million in surplus monies col- 
lected from the county's taxpayers - including 
homeowners and landowners in the Pahokee 
area - to benefit the local hospital and the com- 
munity, We don't need finger-pointing letters to. 
the editor; we need a hospital."Mr. Bennett and 
his board should, for once, offer positive, realis- 
tic solutions to the mounting health care crisis 
that the special taxing district created and 
exacerbated.

Measuring one and one 
half times the size of the 
United States, this pool of 
warm water changes wind pat- 
terns, disrupting tropical storm 
activity in the Atlantic Ocean 
But the record breaking El 
Nino that also caused all sorts 
of unusual weather around the 
world this winter is beginning

Gray's newest forecast for the 
1998 season calls for 10 named 
storms, six hurricanes and two 
major hurricanes.: “Although, 
there is a possibility I might 
increase those numbers before 
the start of the season,” said 
Gray. 

Still, the number of tropical 
storms and hurricanés are not 
really that important.’ What 
counts is location.

The following are the most

What, does the recent 

NHTSA ruling allow? 
* Beginning January 19, 1998 
dealers and repair shops can 
install on-off switches that 
allow airbags in both passenger 
vehicles and light trucks to be 
turned on and off. This service 
tan only be performed if a cus- 
tomer has an authorization let- 
ter from NHTSA. This letter 
can be obtained by filling out a 
Request for Airbag On-Off 
Switch form, which is available 
at most dealerships or by call- 
ing NHTSA’s toll-free Auto 
Safety Hotline at 1-800-424- 
* 9393. The form is also available 
at NHTSA's Internet web site 

_(http/www.nhtsa.dot.gov). 

Who is eligible to have an 
airbag on-off switch 
installed? 

NHTSA has identified four 
specific risk groups that war- 
rant installation of an on-off 


switch. If vehicle owners - or 
the individuals who use their 
vehicles - fall into any or all of 
these groups, they may be eligi- 
ble for an on-off switch. These 
are the only four groups that 
are eligible for on-off switches. 

1. Individuals’ with medical 
conditions for whom the risks 
of a deploying airbag exceed 
the risk of impacting the steer- 
ing wheel, instrument panel or 
windshield in the absence of an 
airbag (applies to both the dri- 
ver and right front passenger 
airbags.) 

2. Individuals who cannot
